The Genesis ot a To rna do . 
Tho passage from tho sand-whirls of 
tho streets and other desert places to 
the tornadoes such as ravage the central 
part of this country appears at first 
sight to be gradual; y et, as we shall 
see, though both depend upon the up- 
rash of the warm air through the colder 
overly ing mass, tho conditions which 
produce tho warmth, and thereby give 
rise to the current, are not exactly tho 
same. 
Tho sinnller dust-whirls occur 
every where in tho world; tornadoes are 
limited to particular regions, and those 
of disastrous violence occur only in cer­ 
tain limited parts of the earth's surface. 
Ono o f their seats of most energetic 
development is in the central and west­ 
ern parts of the Mississippi Valley . 
The way in which theso tornado- 
whirls aro formed differs in certain es­ 
sential particulars frcm tho way in 
which whirlwinds are created, as has 
been well shown by Prof. Ferrel. 
The 
most important points of difference aro 
as follows: 
Tho dust-whirls are duo to 
the heating of a thin lay er of air next 
tho ground. 
Tho small mass of this 
lay er prevents its upward whirling 
from bringing about 
any powerful 
movements of the atmosphere. 
In the 
tornado the heat of the lower air has a 
different 
origin. 
When a cy clone 
passes over the surface of a country , 
certain 
peculiar 
movements of 
tho 
atmosphero 
which 
it 
produces 
bring 
largo 
volumes 
of 
the 
warm 
anil 
moistened 
air 
to 
the earth’s surface and overlay them by 
a cool stratum. 
It is not necessary for 
us to describe tho exact process by 
which this condition is brought about; 
it depends upon rather complicated re­ 
actions which tak e placo within the cy ­ 
clone whirl. It is sufficient for our pur­ 
pose to note that in this manner a deep 
lay er of warm air is placed next the 
surface of the earth, aud that it does 
not owe its temperature in any imme­ 
diate way to the heat which radiates 
from the earth’s surface. 
This lay er of 
warm, moist air tends to rise up for the 
same reason that the thin lay er of dry 
air which forms the dust-while is im­ 
pelled upward, but on account of its 
great mass tho intensity of the upward 
urgonce is far greater. 
In tho sand-whirl tho upward motion 
begins close to the earth’s surface, for 
the reason that tho stratum which is 
impelled upward is very thin, tu t in 
tho tornado tho stratum of heated air 
is usually about a thousand feet thick ; 
therefore its whirling action naturally 
originates at tho upper surface of the 
hot lay er, for it is at that point tho up­ 
ward motion begins. 
Starting in this 
upper region, the whirl extends pro­ 
gressively 
downward, 
just 
as in 
tho bath-tub tho whirl extends pro­ 
gressively upward from the point at 
which the motion originated, until the 
whirl may touch the surface of tho 
earth. 
When these whirls begin they 
only involve a small part of the air 
about tho point of origin, and so tho 
acquired velocity of the particle, when 
they come to tho center is not great; 
but gradually they suck air from farther 
and farther away . 
As tho field of sup­ 
ply becomes larger, and tho particles 
move from a greater distance, they ap­ 
proach that center with greater and 
greater speed, and tho spiral widens and 
turns with accelerated velocity . 
The 
longer the journey of the particle, the 
swifter its whirling motion becomes. 
Wo may secure a familiar and fairly 
good illustration of this motion by whirl­ 
ing a weight on a string, and at tho 
same time allowing the string to coil 
around the finger, 
thus 
constantly 
shortening tho length of the circuit tho 
weight traverses. 
Wo thus observe 
that tho speed of the motion sensibly 
increases as tho line shortens.—

FEATS OF INDIAN RIDERS. 


Th 
W onderful K xhlbltton of UornMimn- 
» hip by Yountr A rapahoe W arrior» . 
Gen. Jamee S. Brisbin, in the Omaha 
Rep u b lica n 
, writes as follows of a 
scene witnessed in the camp of the 
Arapahoe chief Friday : 
"In about an hour they drew up be­ 
fore the tents in war-paint and feathers, 
and were as fine a look ing set of y oung 
fellows as I had ever seen. 
They sat 
their horses lik e centaurs, and were 
ease and grace itself in the saddle. 
At a signal from the chief they began 
their movements with a y ell that sent 
the blood curdling to tho beurt and was 
enough, if heard unawares or in tho 
night time, to mak o one’s hair stand on 
end. 
In a moment they had disap­ 
peared over a neighboring hill to tho 
right, and I thought they had gone, 
but, hearing a mighty trampling of 
horses, I look ed to tho left and there 
they came. 
I can compare it to noth­ 
ing but the wind, and they swept past 
so swift and compact that they look ed 
lik e a ball of horses and men. 
Split­ 
ting in two, one body swept to the 
right and another to the left, and again 
disappeared. 
In about two minutes the 
two bodies charged each other in solid 
lines, and I waited almost breathlessly 
for tho shock , but as the horses’ heads 
almost touched each other tho files 
sk illfully opened to the right and left 
and tho lines passed through the in­ 
tervals without touching. 
Wheeling to 
the right about they passed back in an 
instant and again disappeared over tho 
hills. 
It was about fifteen minutes be­ 
fore they came in sight, and Friday in­ 
formed me they wero blowing their 
horses. 
Presently on they came and 
wheeled by fours, formed columns, 
brok e bv fours, and finally deploy ed as 
sk irmishers.

Lo ndo n , Sept 17.—A terrible accident oc­ 
curred on the Midland 
railroad 
Friday, 
which has appalled all England and was oc­ 
casioned by defective signaling. 
The Mid­ 
land train was standing on a crossing about 
a mile from Doncaster, while the tickets were 
being collected. 
The 
Liverpool express, 
thinking the track was clear, came tearing 
along at a high rate of speed, and before the 
engineer could stop his engine the expres 
dashed into the standing train with fright­ 
ful effect 
The first passenger car of the 
Liverpool train was completely telescoped 
over the next succeeding cars. 
Both trams 
were badly wrecked, and the ground in the 
vicinity is strewn with splinters. 
The dying 
and the injured lay groauing and bleeding 
for a long time before they could l>e rescued 
from their terrible sufferings. 
Many were 
taken to Doncaster to hospitals, while others, 
too badly hurt to be moved so far, are being 
cared for near the scone of the disaster. 
Twenty-four victims are already reported 
dead, and there aro many of the injured who 
will die from their wounds. 
The Midland train was crowded with ex­ 
cursionists bound for the Doncaster cup race. 
The train men suddenly noticed a plato-layer 
signalling with a red flag, but before there 
was time to take any steps to avert the dan­ 
ger the express train plunged 
into and 
nearly through the excursion train. 
A hor­ 
rible scene followed. 
Many of the wounded 
could not bo extricated from the wreck un­ 
til machinery for the removal of the cars ar­ 
rived. 
Many of the injured were mangled in 
a terrible manner. 
Some were almost decap­ 
itated; others have their arms and legs sev- 
ered. Farm houses in the vicinity were turned 
into hospitals. 
A curve in the track prevented the express 
from being seen until it was almost upon the 
excursion train. 
The block system had been 
suspended, owing to the unusual pressure of 
traffic due to the races, and 
hand signals were 
depended upon. 
The latest report states that 
twenty-three were killed and sixty wounded.

As the check purpo rted to be 
signed by Mr. YVfillso n, the pensio n agent at 
W ashingto n, be was immediately co mmuni­ 
cated with. 
Ho denied having ever given a 
check o f the deno minatio n, date, and de­ 
scriptio n o f th at presented fo r pay m ent and 
held up by tho treasurer. 
A mo re careful 
scrutiny o f the check disclo sed the fact that 
it was o riginally draw n fo r $2. 
By skillful 
emplo y ment 
o f acids the name o f the 
pay ee 
had 
been 
changed 
and 
the 
am o unt 
raised 
to 
$2,450. 
The 
date 
was also changed fro m May , 1885, to May , 
1887. 
All o f these alteratio ns had been very 
neatly made; in fact, the wo rk was so skill­ 
fully do ne that the altered check had passed 
thro ugh several banks w itho ut detectio n. 
The o riginal check was issued here in YVash- 
ingto n two y ears ago to pay an examining 
surgeo n’s fee.

Houses rented at $40,000 and up wards 
rep resent an inv estment of $3,700,000 
up on the basis of tho lowest rating in 
each case. 
A conserv ativ e estimate of 
tho annual wholesale trade p laces it at 
$60,000,000. 
Tho aggregate cap ital of 
the bauks is $6,742,514. 


A p r o m i n e n t lawy er of Bridgep ort, 
Conn., whose sedentary habits and lib­ 
eral diet had increased his weight to 
250 p ounds, found an eliectiv e anti-fat 
sp ecific in the form of walking, w hereby 
he reduced his surp lus to the ex tent of 
forty -two p ounds within a few’ months.

This would shorten the 
distance between Denv er in Colorado 
ami Salt Lake City in I'tali, and con­ 
sequently th 3 distance between the 
Missouri Riv er, say at St. Louis, and 
San Francisco, nearly 3 0 0 miles, and 
there would bo little more required in 
the way of ascending or descending or 
tunneling 
mountains.

work has already been accomp lished, f 
Tho country from the Missouri to the j 
foot of the Rockies rises gradually in 
rolling p rairie until an elev ation is 
reached of 5,200 feet abov e the sea 
lev el. 
The Rockies themselv es rise at 
v arious p laces to a hight ex ceeding 
11,000 feet. Of the twenty most famous 
p asses only suv eu are below 10,000 
feot, while fiv o are up wards of 12,000, 
and one is 13,000 feot 
The p oint from 
which it is p rop » sod to tunnel is six ty 
miles west from Denv er, and although 
one of tho highest p eaks, it is by far 
the narrowest in the great backbone of 
the Amorican continent.

b u l l e t i n of the United 
States 
Fish Commission, just issued, giv es the 
following account of the killing of a 
man by a sword fish: 
“The schooner 
Venus is a small v essel of about twelv e 
tons, engaged in the general fisheries 
oft* the coast of Massachusetts. 
On 
Monday morning Cap t. Langford sailed 
from home in p ursuit of sword fish. 
About 11 a. in., when eight miles north­ 
east from Halibut Point, in Ip swich 
Bay , a fish was seen. 
The Cap tain, 
with ono man, taking a dory , gav e chase 
and soon harp ooned the fish, throwing 
ov er a buoy with a lino attache« ! to the 
harp oon, after which the fish was left 
and they returned to the v essel for din­ 
ner. 
About an hour later tho Cap tain, 
with ono man, again took his dory and 
went out to secure tho fish. 
Picking 
up tho buoy , Cap t. Langford took hold 
of the line, p ulling his boat toward the 
sword fish, which was quite largo and 
not badly wounded. 
The line w'as 
taut as the boat neared the fish, which 
the Cap tain intended to lance and thus 
kill it. 
When near the fish, but too 
far away to reach it with tho lance, it 
quickly turned and rushed at and under 
the b » at, thrusting its sw ord up through 
tho bottom of tho boat twenty -three 
inches. 
As the fish turned and rushed 
toward the boat the lino was suddenly 
slacked, causing tho Cap tain to fall 
ov er on his back, and while he was in 
tlie act of rising, the sword came p ierc­ 
ing through the boat and into his body . 
At this time another sword fish was in 
sight near by , and the Cap tain, ex cited 
and anx ious t > secure both, raised him- 
s« *lf up , not knowing that he was 
wounded. 
Seeing the sword, he seized 
it, ex claiming: 
‘We’v e got him any - 
way !’ 
He lay in the bottom « if the 
dory , holding fast to tho sword until 
his v essel came alongside, while tho 
fish, being under the boat, could not bo 
reached. 
Soon the Cap tain said: 
‘I 
think I am hurt, and quite badly .’ 
When tho v essel arriv ed he went on 
board, took a few step s and fell, nev er 
rising again. 
The boat and fish wero 
soon hoisted on board, when the sword 
was chop p ed off to free the boat, and 
the fish was killed on the deck of the 
v essel. 
The fish weighed 245 p ounds 
after its head and tail were cut off and 
the v iscera remov ed; when aliv e it 
weighed something ov er 300 p ounds. 
Cap t. Langford surv iv ed the injury 
about three day s.”

The Do lla r« 
Oa r word dollar dates back to 178 5, 
when a resolution was p assed by Con- 
a day and j gress which p rov ided that it should be 
the unit of money of tlie United 
States. 
Another resolution was p assed 
in 178 5, August 5, p rov iding that it 
should weigh 375.04 grains of p ure 
silv er. 
The mint was established in 
1792, and was then required to coin 
silv er « lollars containing 371.25 grains 
of p uro silv er. 
This wai due to tho 
influence of Alex ander Hamilfc« >n. 
No 
dollars were coined until 17U4, and then 
irregular. 
They are worth now* $100 
each. 
In 1794 the coinage of regular 
dollars began. Our coin was an adap ta­ 
tion of tho Sp anish milled dollar, a 
coin v ery p op ular wherev er the Sp an­ 
iards trav eled, 
The coin was called 
“p iaster,” meaning a 
flat p iece of 
metal; it is sy nony mous with p iaster. 
It is sup p osed that the Sp aniards took 
the German “thaler,” and called it by 
the name of “p iaster.” Tho word dol­ 
lar is entered in Bailey ’s English Dic­ 
tionary in 1745, ami was used re­ 
p eatedly 
by 
Shakesp eare 
at 
the 
beginning of the sev enteenth century , 
csnecially in “Macbeth,” ii 2, 62: 
“Till she disbursed * * • 
ten thou­ 
sand dollars to our gem^rat use. ” < See 
also “tho Temp est,” ii. 1:17.) 
Tho 
question where Shakesp eare found the 
word dollar is answered by the fact 
that tho Hanseatic towns maintain« *d a 
great establishment called the Steel 
Y’ard in London. 
The Steel Yard 
merchants were mostly North Germans, 
who would call the German thaler, as 
it was sp elled, “dah-lcr.” These same 
merchants occasioned tho word sterling, 
an abbrev iation of the word “ester- 
ling.” As the Hanseatic trade was 
p articularly brisk on the Baltic and in 
Russia, the standard coins of the Hanse 
merchants wore called esterlings, aud 
sterling 
came 
to mean something 
genuine and 
desirable. 
The word 
thaler means “coining from a dale or 
v alley ,” the first dollars hav ing been 
coined in a Bohemian v alley called 
Foaeliimstlial. 
It was under Charles 
V., tho Emp eror of Germany , King of 
Sp ain, and Lord of Sp anish America, 
that tho German thaler became tho 
coin of the world. 
*

Her ap p earance ut the age of 50, in 
short skirt, hitting out at her v enerable 
p recep tor and occasionally receiv ing 
p unishment herself, must be comical 
to tlie last degree, and the rop orts on 
the matter form the subject of a most 
disresp ectful merriment on tho p art of 
the almond-ey ed 
denizens of 
the 
Chinese 
metrop olis. 
The 
Emp ress 
Regent was a concubine of the Emp eror 
Hein Fung, on whose death sho was 
ap p ointed to act as co-Regent with the 
Dowager Emp ress during the minority 
of her son, the late Emp eror Tung Chi. 
When the latter died, a few months 
after his marriage, one of those curious 
intrigues which make the history of 
oriental courts took p lace. 
His y oung 
bride, who was en cien te at the time of 
the y oung monarch’s death, died my s­ 
teriously before the birth of the child, 
and the old Dowager Emp ress and co- 
Regent took her dep arture for another 
world rather suddenly a few day s after­ 
ward, leav ing the p resent Emp ress in 
undisp uted p ossession of p ower. 
With 
unusual ability she has guided the 
p olicy of the emp ire 
through the 
troublous times which hav e resulted 
from the op ening up of the country to 
foreign trade, and has so conducted 
affairs as to hav e brought the nation to 
an indefinitely higher degree of p ros­ 
p erity and tranquility than it enjoy ed 
when she took up the reins.—Ho n g 
Ko n g Times.

Among the number were some alligator 
gars, which the natives told us were 
unfit to eat, so wo donated them to the 
turkey buzzards. During one haul of 
the seine we trapped a large fish,which 
was at first thought to be a Mew fish, 
but we discovered on drawing the net 
nearer to the beach that it was a ver­ 
itable shark, and o very large one at 
tha t 
B y hard tugging we succeeded 
in getting the monster ashore, but it 
•raised the deuce’ with the seine, tear­ 
ing it badly. 
The shark being the 
enemy of all sailors, a drumhead court- 
martial was instantly held, and every 
individual present was ordered to wreak 
vengeance on the prisoner in his own 
wav. 
Sheath knives were drawn, the 
boat hooks were brought forth, and into 
the sides and eyes of the terror of the 
deep went the cold steel of the tars, 
with such ex pressions as, ‘There, old 
kill-sailor, how do you fancy that?’ 
When into the ribs of the shark wont a 
knife it made a semicircle with its tail 
that would have broken human legs 
like pipestems had it come in contact 
with them. 
One man jammed a 
boathook in its eye with tho i* 
m ark: ‘I say, old chaw mouth, what is 
your opinion of sailors on land ? Rather 
hard chaps, are they not?* Another 
poked a knife into the other eye of the 
shark with the ex pression: ‘Johnny, I 
reckon your palate will not taste any 
more of Uncle Abe’s temperance and 
corn-fed tars.’ One old son of Neptune 
docked off the shark’s tail, and a 
stream of blood as large as my little 
finger ebbed away, and so did the vital­ 
ity of the man eater. 
The head was 
then cut off and the backbone cut out 
to take to the ship as trophies. 
A cane 
was subsequently made from the back 
bone and presented to President Lin­ 
coln. 
The shark measured ten feet in 
length. A few days afterward the same 
party went fishing again, and we dis­ 
covered an alligator, about eight feet 
in length, which had crawled up on 
the beach for sundry reasons, just in 
tho place where we wanted to go 
ash; re with the seine. 
One of the 
party approached the alligator with a 
boat hook. 
It took to the water, but 
once in that element, when a thrust 
was made at it with a boat book, it 
showed fight. The sailor with the boat 
hook took safety in flight. 
This retro 
grade action on his part alarmed those 
who wero drawing tho seine and they 
dropped the net and took to the boat, 
and it was not until the alligator's head 
was seen farther down the beach before 
they would volunteer to go overboard 
again. The nex t time wo drew the seine 
a shark came close to the men holding 
the lower end, and all were again driven 
into the boat, and the sport was given 
up for that day. 
On a Sunday after­ 
noon, shortly after the fishing adven­ 
ture, some of our men took a run on 
shore. 
They went in bathing, and 
were chased out of the water by a 
monster shark. 
The old man-eating 
rascal came near having a taste of one 
of them. It turned on its back to make 
the strike, but ‘Jack’ succeeded in 
getting out of reach. 
The party then 
stayed on the land and spent the rest 
of the time killing snakes, among 
which was a large ‘rattler.* One warm 
day myself and a companion went on 
shore to pick blackberries. 
After a 
severe fight with mosquitoes and other 
insects we managed to fill our pails. 
As we were talking of returning we 
heard a humming sound, and on look­ 
ing for the cause I saw a rattlesnake 
near a bush and in close prox imity to 
my comrade’s heel. 
It had a sort of a 
don’t-tread-on-me air that we did not 
like at all, and we left that locality 
instantly. In June, 1863, we had some 
fine sport in killing green turtles and 
captured one weighing 3;>0 pounds. In 
it were 200 eggs.

T he M a rket for Toys. 
“ Rev iv als in children’s toy s are con­ 
tinu ally taking place,” said a man who 
makes a liv ing by bu y ing u p job lots of 
merchandise. 
“Ju st now the little tele­ 
phones that were su ch a sou rce of won­ 
der and amu sement to the y ou ng people 
a few y ears ago are coming into fashion 
again. 
The trade in toy s is a pecu liar 
one. 
Nothing cou ld lie more u ncertain; 
bu t when once a gimcrack has cau ght on 
with the small boy , it prov e» a fortu ne to 
all concerned. 
This fact makes the capi­ 
talist ready enou gh to help the i>oor in­ 
v entor pu t a new toy on the m arket. The 
v esu lt does not long remain in dou bt. The 
su ccess of the toy is either instantaneou s 
or not at all, for a child soon tires of a 
play thing. 
New York is the first market 
for nearly all the new toy s, and after one 
has had its ru n here it makes its npi>ear- 
ance in all the principal cities in regu lar 
order. Six months is the av erage ru n of a 
new toy , after which something new is 
su re to lie spru ng u pon the market. 
“ A toy to be a su ccess mu st be cheap 
and retail for not more than a dime. 
To 
make a profit at this figu re it mu st lie 
m anu factu red in large qu antities. 
As a 
natu ral resu lt when a toy has hail its ru n 
the m anu factu rer finds himself with a 
big stock k ft ov er on his hands. 
At first 
he wants nearly as mu ch for them as 
they cost to make, bu t after they hare 
been lu mbering u p his place for a nu m- 
ber of y ears he is willing to dispose of 
them for a mere trifle. 
W hen I bu y a 
job lot of old fashioned toy s the first thing 
I do is to salt the market. 
It wou ld lie 
u seless to try and sell them withou t, 
liecau se althou gh a new generation of 
toy play ers has spru ng u p in the interim, 
no boy wants an old toy that none of the 
other children are play ing with. 
“ In salting the m arket I employ a 
nu m ber of agents, who distribu te a few 
free samples of the toy among children 
in different parts of the city. 
At the 
same time they leav e trial boxes for salo 
in the stores. 
The toy thus gets a new 
lease of life; ev ery small boy must have 
one.” —New York Sun Interview. 


Crab« sa il T heir Way« . 
Crabs hav e their tastes like people, and 
many times hav e I seen a crab tell an­ 
other crab w hat to do. 
W hen the water 
is smooth and green and the day ov er 
flowing with su nshine, then is the time I 
watch the little creatu res.

They act so 
hu man like that I am mu ch amu sed. 
Cral» , sir, are div ided into many fam ­ 
ilies. 
There is the blu e claw family , 
the streaked back family , the brown 
lwick family and the green back family . 
You do not often see those of the streaked 
back family trilie in Galv eston waters, 
bu t many are cau ght 
arou nd Padre 
Island down the coast. 
I speak only of 
cral« to Im^ fou nd in the gu lf and the bay . 
As for other crabs, they abou nd in many 
waters. 
I hav e seen men catch many 
oral» as large as an ostrich. 
Ah! y ou 
smile, bu t 1 speak in tru th. 
On the 
Japan coast the cral« look like hu ge 
birds ru nning ov er the sand. 
They come 
u p on the sand du nes ju st like tu rtl« « . 
and ru n away with the speed of the 
wind when any one approaches them. 
How they fight! 
Their bodies are small, 
bu t their legs are long and tou gh, and 
if cau ght they catch y ou with their legs 
like a grappling iron. 
They hav e v iciou s 
little green ey es, and they look at y ou 
like a serjient. 
W hen off the Japanese 
coast one time we all pu t to shore and 
made a great chase after the big cral« . 
The only way we cou ld catch ’em was to 
break their legs by sweeping them with a 
big stick or cu tlass, and ev en then they ’d 
show fight.—Galv eston News.

In a grou p of old soldiers at an u ptow n 
hotel the other night the talk drifted into 
a discu ssion of the endu ring jiowers of 
men, when the highest tribu te was paid 
by all of them to the “ stay ing” qu alities 
of the clerks and “ town boy s” who be­ 
came enlisted soldiers du ring the war of 
the rebellion. 
An old officer said: “ The 
men who came from the farms, who had 
been accu stomed to three regu lar meals 
ev ery day from a table stacked high with 
food, and to ten solid hou rs of sleep after 
a hard day ’s work in the field, broke 
down qu ickly u nder the comparativ e idle­ 
ness of arm y ex istence and the irregu ­ 
larity with which they secu red their 
meais. 
It was too great a change in 
their habits and mode of liv ing. 
The 
boy s from the cities and towns, who had 
been accu stomed 
to roaming arou nd 
withou t any particu lar or fix ed hou r for 
eating, who were accu stomed to being ou t 
at all times of night, and the jiale faced 
clerks who had tieen standing behind 
cou nters from day break to du sk, were 
the ones who cou ld endu re the greatest 
priv ations with the 
least discomfort. 
They cou ld inarch all day on crackers 
and coffee and fight all day on a tight­ 
ened waistband.” 
John E. Bu rton, of Wisconsin, who is 
one of the heav y inv estors in the iron de­ 
v elopments in his state and was formerly 
in the life insu rance bu siness, indorsed 
this v iew and then added from his life in­ 
su rance ox i>crience this bit of inform a­ 
tion: 
“ There is a ru le for estimating the 
comparativ e endu rance of men that is 
as certain as in the height, weight and 
bu ild of horses. 
The perfectly healthy 
and activ e man, who is in perfect phy si­ 
cal condition, shou ld weigh two and a 
qu arter pou nds for ev ery inch of his 
height. 
That ru le will test a man 1)9 
times in ev ery 100. ’ ’—New York Tribu ne. 


T he P ra ctice o f In terview in g . 
The practice of interv iewing lias been 
carried to a great length, and has lieen 
mu ch abu sed. 
Cases hav e arisen where 
pu blished interv iews hav e been declared 
gonu ine when, as a m atter of fact, the 
article was the offspring of the brain of 
some clov er bu t u nscru pu lou s reporter. 
Bu t in a great many instances, ev en the 
ordinary interv iewer is a blessing to the 
pu blic, giv ing, as he does, correct and 
timely notice of catastrophies and casu al­ 
ties which bu t for him m ight remain u n­ 
known for hou rs or day s. 
In the case of 
a great accident, say on the railroad, the 
rqx irter is the first on the sjiot ascertain­ 
ing the details, placing the blame where 
it belongs, and enabling the pu blic to 
ju dge of the cau se. 
Tho risk of frau du ­ 
lent or incorrect interv iews is greatly 
lessened, indeed remov ed altogether, if 
tin* jierson interv iewed is allowed to re­ 
v ise what he lias said,—Martha J. Lamb 
in The EjKich.

If fiu eh a one will take time by the 
forelock and immediately retire to a cool 
place, making u se of some simple restora­ 
tiv es, su ch as aromatic ammonia, etc., 
he may be « pared fu rther trou ble; bu t if 
he ix *r« isty with his bu siness he will 
dou lit less soon became v ery ill, which ill­ 
ness u su ally takes the form of heat ex ­ 
hau stion, heat apoplex y or genu ine su n­ 
stroke, the thermic fev er of some writers. 
Those who are ex hau sted by the heat 
hav e a cool, moist skin, a rapid, weak 
pu lse and respiration mov ement and the 
pu pil is dilate« !. 
In fact these sy mptoms 
are those of collapse. 
These patients will 
probably recov er promptly , an ev ent 
which may lie hastened by the u se of 
tonie and restorativ e treatm ent. 
Those who su ffer from heat apoplex y 
frequ ently become u nconsciou s at tho 
ou tset. 
The htiart and breathing appa- 
paratu s is not markedly distu rlied and 
the pu pil may lie normal. ¿>u t the u n­ 
consciou sness deepens and the case ru ns 
on to a fatal termination. 
An artery has 
lieen broken in the brain and tho pou red 
ou t blood pressing on the nerv e centers 
brings abou t the fatal ev ent. A treat­ 
m ent calcu late*« ! to draw the blood from 
the brain to the ex tremities—hot foot 
baths, bleeding, etc., promises to be the 
most u sefu l in su ch cases. 
The th« ‘rmic fev er patient is u ncon­ 
sciou s and conv u lsed and his body tem ­ 
peratu re may lx « 108 or 110 dogs. Fahren­ 
heit—that is, 10 degs. aliov e normal. 
The skin of this patient feels as thou gh 
it wou ld bu rn y ou r hand when laid 
thereon. 
In this case the thorou gh and 
rom pt application of cold is needed, 
ce to the head and cold w ater to the body 
generally will lie in order. 
Medical ad­ 
v ice shou ld lx* promptly liad in either of 
the two « .u ses last referred to. 
Com­ 
plete recov ery from su nstroke is rare, 
the brain being perm anently crippled in 
many cases. 
Residence in a cold cli­ 
m ate affords some hojie for su ch patients. 
—Philadelphia Times.
